ITALIAN INVADERS ARE 
ACROSSBORDERBEFORE 
AUSTRIAN CITY BORITZ 


Large Body of Troops Advances Into 
Isonzo Valley and Captures 
Three Austrian Towns 
Without Opposition 


ROME, May 23.— Italian forces have crossed the Austrian 
frrnv-, 
tier and are threatening the city of Goritz, capital of the province oX 
the same name. 
The war office this afternoon confirmed reports received here earlier 
in the day of an Italian invasion of Goritz province and announced the 
capture of the Austrian towns of Cervtgnano, Cormons and Terzo. 
The invading forces comprised a body of troops supporting Italian 
cavalry, who earlier in the day were reported to have driven in the 
Austrian outposts. 
The Italians crossed the Judrio river, forming 
the 
boundary, without serious opposition, and advanced into the valley be­ 
tween the Judrio and the Isonzo. 
Cormons, the Austrian frontier town of 4,000 inhabitants. 
waa 
first occupied. 
It lies only eight miles sooth of the capital of the pro­ 
vince and directly over the Austrian frontier. 
First dispatches to the 
war office did not indicate whether the enemy resisted the advance of 
the Italian troops at this point.
